Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not reasonably teach or suggest the presently claimed 
products and methods of comprising/using the artificial/synthetic cancer antigen peptide 
SEQ ID NO: 3. The previous Examiner (Young) properly cited art over the SEQ ID NO: 
2, which only differs in that residue two of that 9mer is Met instead of Tyr as in SEQ ID 
NO: 3. However, no suggestion/teaching/ motivation was found for substituting 
specifically residue 2 of this 9mer with Tyr. Thus, SEQ ID NO: 3 in an 
emulsion/kit/method of making/method of using for treating AML-Ml leukemia (as 
tested in Example 3, on specification page 15-17).
